courſe ; On the contrary, unleſs they are altogether owing to the 
Pregnancy, they do very much add to the Pain and Difficnlty of the 
Labour itſelf, and too often become fatal in the End whereas, 
* were theſe Diſorders properly treated before the Labour comes on, the 
© Labour would then be 4% painful and difficult, and many Lives
